Coal Combine’ s Annual Profit 
Will Be $44,600,000.

New York, Dec. 21. 

For several weeks Wall street has been 
alive with rumors of a deal arranged among 
the anthracite cozl 
compaties, designed 
to increase the profits 
of the railroads and 
their mining compa- 
nies, and to stiffen 
the price of coal. Evidence of the deal has 
been given in the steady rise of the coal- 
ers upon a sluggish and sagging market. 

The new plan is a monster piece of finance 
and bears the unmistakable stamp of J. 
‘Pierpont Morgan's handiwork. The total 
profit annually to the coal combine by the 
new scheme, it is figured, will be $44,600,000. 

The plan of the coal men is to organize 
under the liberal charter of the Peunsyl- 
vania and Reading railroad aß sales agent, 
which shall dispense entirely with the mid- 
dle men and save his profit to the producers 
without increasing the cost materially to 
the consumer. This new company, which 
has not yet received a name, is to buy from 
the coal roads their entire product, pay 
them adequate rates for trunsportation to 
the markets, and sell to the retail dealers 
direct. 

The profits so saved it will distribute 
monthly pro rata among the railroads. It 
has been figured out that the plan means an 
increase in the earnings of the Jersey Cen- 
tral, the Reading, the Lehigh Valley, and 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western, 
respectively of $1,000,000 annually. 

As the independent producers have been 
taken into the agreement, every ton of 
anthracite coal consumed in the United 
States must be purchased from the general 
agency company at whatever price it may 
eee fit to fix. The law of supply anu de- 
mand will no longer enter into the economy 
of this commodity. 

Under the new plan cars will be trans- 
ported direct to the coal yard by the rall- 
road companies in their own transfer floats, 
which save at least twenty cents a ton 
towing fees and 1 per cent in the loss in 
dust and droppings which is caused by 
breaking bulk. As the railroads market 
40,000,000 tons at the seaboard cities an- 
nually, the sum of $8,600,000 a year will be 
saved to the trust. 

Those who have figured on the saving tothe 
trust by the new departure allow 66% cents 
per ton profit from the abolishment vf 
lightering across the bay and river, and 75 
cents per ton saved on the profit of middle-

The milk trust has been incorporated with 
a capital of $15,000,000. The articles of in- 
corporation were filed 
today at Trenton, 
N. J. 

John D. Gilmor, 
the originator and 
promoter of the trust, 
is a rich baker of 208 Greenwich street. He 
formed the famous cracker trust, known as 
the New York Biscuit company, and is said 
to have greatly increased his fortune in 
creating the monopoly. 

Mr. Gilmor and his associates have been 
busy for over a year in organizing the milk 
trust. He admitted tonight its incorpora- 
tion. His son, William P. Gilmor, said that 
the trust would begin businessat once. He 
boasted that it had already got control of the 
milk delivery of over 1,000 wagons, and that 
a large majority of the milk dealers of the 
city were in the trust. 

Three hundred creameries and 200 retail 
companies and dealefs who deliver milk to 
consumers are to be consolidated in one great 
company. The idea was first suggested to 
Mr. Gilmor by an English syndicate, which 
offered to furnish $10,000,000. capital, and 
then for some reason unknown withdrew its 
offer. Local capita] will furnish the sinews 
of war, and a Wall street banking house, the 
name of which Mr. Gilmor refuses to 
divulge, will float the scheme. The company 
is also authorized to deal in poultry, eggs, 
butter, and vegetables. 

It is estimated the forming of the trust 
will cause 3,000 wagons to be laid off and 
16,000 men thrown out of work. The saving

CHARGED WITH FORGERY BY THE | 


HOTEL DEL PRADO MANAGEMENT. 


In Default of Bonds He Goes to Jail to 
Await Arraignment on Dec. 30—Lav- 
ish Social Entertainments and a 
Passion for Gaming Are Said by His 
Friends to Be Responsible for His 

- Downfall—Drew a Big Salary as a 
Sand Salesman. 


Maurice B. Pike, prominent in Woodlawn 
society and having an excellent business 
reputation as a buyer and seller of sand, 
is in custody at the county jail on a charge 
of forgery preferred by the managers of the 
Hotel Del Prado. He was arrested yester- 
day afternoon. In default of bonds Justice 
Lyon. sent him to jail to await arraignment 
on Dec. 30, 

Mr. and Mrs. Pike lived at the Del Prado 
last summer and were noted for the lavish 
entertainments they gave. He is alleged 
‘to have passed forged checks to the amount 
of nearly $800 on the hotel company. He 
refuses to. make any statement, but his 
friends say extruvagance and a passion for 
gaming have caused bis disgrace. 

The alleged forgeries were committed last 
summer, but were not discovered until re- 
cently. Then Manager J. Allen Preésch of 
the Hotel Del Prado confronted Pike with 
the matter. The latter made a denial, but 
was unable to explain things in a satisfac- 


tory way. The checks all hore the iIndorse- 


ment of the Garden City Sand company, in 
whose employ Pike was last summer at a 
big salary. Pike is charged with having 
forged these indorsements. The checks were 
drawn by the following concerns for the 
amounts stated:

Brownell veme 
Simpson Brothers’ company 

Give Lavish Entertainments. 

Last summer Pike and his wife and their 

17-year-old daughter took a suite of rooms 
at the Hotel Bel Prado and began entertain- 
ing in a style bordering on extravagance. 
Manager Preisch was a personal friend of 
Pike. He knew that his guest drew a heavy 
salary, and the entertainments did not prove 
a matter of surprise to the manager. 
. Occasionally Pike would allow his bill at 
the hotel to lapse, and at these times Man- 
ager Preisch had only to cast a hint at his 
guest to persuade him to settle. Four times 
Mr. Preisch spoke to Pike on this subject, 
and on each occasion he was given a check 
for the amount due. The total of the set- 
tlements amounted to about $800. Manager 
Preisch readily accepted all of the checks 
which were presented by his guest and 
cashed them at the banks on which they 
were drawn. Nothing of a questionable 
character was noticeable about them until 
it was discovered that the signature of the 
Garden City company had been forged and 
the guilt was traced to Pike. 

„I always thought Pike an excellent fel- 
low,“ said Mr. Preisch last evening. He 
was one of the shrewdest salesmen and pur- 
chasers of sand in the country, and his abil- 
ity won him a most unusual advancement 
in the firm by which he was employed.

Consul Roberts of Cape Town, in a report 
to the State department, gives the interest-

it was the prohibitive 
duty on dynamite 
which incited many 
of the better class of 
Americans, who form 
a vast majority of the mining managers, 
engineers, and experts at Johannesburg, to 
take part in the Jameson fiasco. It was 
also due to the same men that American 
dynamite was introduced into south Africa, 
and now the United States furnishes the 
principal part of the explosives for the gold 
fields. | 

Immediately on the discovery of gold in 
the Transvaal dynamite came into great 
demand, and a syndicate, seeing the oppor- 
tunity for immense profits, obtained a con- 
cession from the government to manufac- 
ture the explosive. This developed later on 
into a monopoly, for when the mine man- 
agers rejected the Transvaal article, which 
was manufactured from ingredients pro- 
cured in Germany, the duty on the imported 
article was raised to what was expected 
would prove a prohibitive rate. The top 
rate reached was 18 cents per pound. In- 
cluding the transit duty and other details 
of shipment not counted in the computed 
total the cost of the article delivered at 
Johannesburg was just double the whole- 
sale cost at Cape Town. 

Many mines preferred to pay the exorbi- 
tant rate and get the American article, but 
there was enough demand for that manu- 
factured in the Transvaal to cause a great 
rush, and when the syndicate found they 
could not put the imported ingredients to- 
gether fast enough the manufactured article 
was imported straight from Germany and 
entered, of course, free of duty.

The Madrid opposition press attacks the 
government wildly, asking: “ If the Cuban 
autonomists have not sufficient influence 
with rebels to negotiate with them what are 
they good for? The first burst of indigna- . 
tion produced by the execution of Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Ruiz is immense. He went, it 
is asserted here, to an appointment made 
by a rebel leader, Aranguren, considering 
himself as a parliamentary envoy. He took 
an escort of only twelve men and advanced 
alone on meeting the rebels. The Spaniards 
consider his execution a flagrant violation of 
the laws of war.

ALL WANT A SLICE OF CHINA. 


Berlin Watches to See How the British 
Will Receive the Doings of Ger- 
many and Russia. 


London, Dec. 20.—[New York Sun Cable. ]— 
Vienna and Berlin are watching to see how 
Great Britain will take Russia's occupation 
of Port Arthur after Germany’s occupation 
of Kiao-Chou Bay. The belief in Vienna is 
that Germany and Russia would like to see 
Great Britain participate in a preliminary 
division of China into spheres of influence.

AMUSING FILIBUSTERING SCARE 


Officers of the Cruiser Montgomery Stop 
a Vessel Which a Collector of 
Customs Is Using. 


Jacksonville, Fla., Dec. 21.—A special to 
the Times Union and Citizen from Pensa- 
cola, Fla., says: 

Much amusement has been created here 
by the absurd report sent out yesterday to 
the afternoon papers that the cruiser Mont- 
gomery had its guns double-shotted for the 
steam pilot boat Somners N. Smith and the 
tug Britannia, both of which were reported 
to be taking on cargoes of suspicious boxes. 
The pilot boat has been at its regular stand 
off the bar every day, and the Britannia is 
daily, employed in the peaceful vocation of 
towing lighters and rafts of timber to the 
vessels in the harbor. 

There is no doubt that the officers of the 
Montgomery allowed themselves to be ex- 
cited by the reports of Spanish detectives 
here, and actually stopped a steamer upon 
which were the Collector of Customs and 
an Officer of the lighthouse bureau, en route 
to examine some beacon lights. The of- 
ficer in command of the boat felt somewhst 
chagrined when he discovered his error. 
There is no evidence here of a filibustering

THREATENS TO KILL A CONSUL. 


United States Consul General Wm. Mc- 
Kinley Osborne Has a Son of Late 
Dr. Helmbold Arrested. 


London, Dec. 21.—Charles Helmbold. son 
of the late Dr. Helmbold of New York City, 
the well-known patent medicine proprietor, 
has been locked up and is awaiting trial at 
Bow Street Police Station on a charge of 
threatening to kill United States Consul 
General William McKinley Osborne. 

During the last three weeks he had been 
haunting the United States Consulate, shab- 
biiy dressed, and demanding money. He told 
a story of the seizure of his clothes and 
effects by the Berlin Consul for debt and de- 
clared that Mr. Osborne was responsibuie for 
the seizure. 

Helmbold became so importunate that last 
Friday Mr. Osborne ordered him to leave 
the premises, whereupon he became violent- 
ly enraged and shouted, “ Damn you, I'll 
come back and shoot you!” 

Helmbold returned yesterday and repeated 
his threat. Mr. Osborne, remembering the 
Terriss case, summoned a police officer and 
had him arrested. 

The, physicians think him insane. He has 
sp@nt much time in London of recent years, 
living high when his family sent him money 
and in deepest poverty between remittances.

Japanese Kill American Sailors. 


The Department of State has undertaken 
an investigation of two very disagreeable 
incidents that may contain in themselves the 
germs of serious trouble in the near future. 
These are the killing by Japanese of two 
sailors attached to the United States fleet 
on the Asiatic station. 

The exact conditions under which the 
killing occurred are not Known here yet 
and the State Department is trying to learn 
them through the United States Minister 
to Tokio and the United States Consuls in 
Japan, preliminary to determining what 
steps shall be taken to secure reparation, 
if it shall be found that the killing was, as 
is expected, unjustifiable. 

The first killing was of a sailor named 
Montgomery, formerly attached to the York- 
town while it was on the Asiatic station, and 
the last was that of Frank Epps, a sailor, 
native of New York, and an apprentice on, 
He was killed at 
Nagasaki. 

The officials here have been advised of the 
bare ‘facts only, but following 80 closely 
on the terrible assault at Koba last Septem- 
ber of a Japanese mob upon the sailors of 
the Yorktown, these killings have aroused 
them to a determination to secure protection 
for our sailors in Japanése ports. 


FRANCE SENDS A SHIP TO CHINA 


German Admiral at Kiao-Chou Bay Re- 
fuses to Admit Newspaper Men 
Within the Lines.

Explains Port Arthur Occupancy. 


Berlin, Dec. 1.—The Colégne Gazette main- 
tains the accuracy of the statement that 
the Russian occupation of Port Arthur was 
connected with the visit there of the British 
warship Daphne about a week ago. As a 
proof it points out that there were neithor 
Russian ships nor a Russian Consul at 
Port Arthur at the time the Daphne visited 
the harbor, and it argues that Russia could 
only have learned of the visit through 
China’s complaint. 

The Paris correspondent of the Cologne 
Gazette telegraphed his paper yesterday 
that a week ago, in spite of the protests of 
the Chinese, the British warship Daphne 
entered the inner harbor at Port Arthur, al- 
legediy to ascertain whether there were 
Russian ships there, and that the Russian 
occupation of the port was connected with 
the visit. 

The Colonge Gazette embarrassed the gov- 
ernment today by declaring that the other 
powers would soon follow the example of 
Germany and Russia, now that the parti- 
tioning of China had actually commenced. 
Other papers have expressed opinions in a 
similar vein. 

It has been hinted that Prince Henry's 
destination is another point than Kiao-Chou 
and that he will receive the supreme com- 
mand in the China seas. The Nord Deutsche 
Allegemine Zeitung hastened to issue a de- 
nial of these-assumptions,- declaring that 
they were not warranted by the facts. 


Guns Will Grewl a Warning. 


London, Dec. 22.—According to a special 
dispatch from Shanghai the British sduad- 
ron will make a demonstration at Che-Foo, 
on the north coast of the Shan-Tung pro- 
montory, as a warning, it is supposed, that 
Great Britain intends to oppose the division 
of China Without consulting her.

FUNERAL “OF “ACTOR “ TERRISS. 
Sir Henry Irving and Miss Millward 
Are Among the Thousands Who 
Go to the Cemetery. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

London, Dec. 21.—[Copyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst.]—Miss Millward, clothed in deep- 
est black and leaning on the arm of Sir 
Henry Irving, was the most conspicuous 
figure at the funeral of William Terriss in 
Brompton Cemetery today. 

She was one of the dead actor’s oldest 
and closest friends. She was playing Edith 
Varney to his Captain Thorne in “ Secret 
Service when the assassination occurred. 
They had been lovers on the stage.. Since 
Terriss died in her arms on the stage at the 
Adelphi Theater, when her parting kiss was 
the last thing he felt before he lost con- 
sciousness, Miss Millward has been in a 
state of acute hysteria. She has neither 


+ slept nor cried and has hardly eaten or 
, spoken.

Many persons 
said he had aged ten years since Terriss’ 
assassination.

HEAVY FROST IN CALIFORNIA. 


Orange and Lemon Crop Damaged to the 
Extent of One Million Dol- 
lars. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 21.—[Special.]— 
Heavy frosts have fallen during the last 
two nights in many counties of the State, 
and it is feared that orange and lemon crops 
have been seriously injured, One report says 
that damage will reach over a million dol- 
lars. Fully 10,000 carloads of oranges, 
Valued at $6,000,000, are on the trees. An- 
other severe frost is predicted for tonight.

FOUND DEAD IN HER KITCHEN. 


Philadelphia Woman, Suffering from 
Paralysis, Burns to Death in a 
Mysterious Manner. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 21.—[{Special.]— 
Mrs. Elizabeth Hallowell; aged 63 years, was 
found dead, burned to a crisp, at her home, 
4610 Lesher street, this morning. She had 
been a sufferer from paralysis for a num- 
ber of years, and moved about the house 
with great difficulty. Just how the accident 
occurred is a mystery. About 8 o'clock a 
neighbor of Mrs. Hallowell heard screams in 
her apartments, and, breaking open the 
door, was driven back by flames. An alarm 
was sounded, and the firemen soon got con- 
trol of the blaze. On going to the kitchen 
the firemen discovered the burned. and 
blackened remains of Mrs. Hallowell, the 
features being unrecognizable. 

Samuel C. Perry, charged with causing the 
death of Edward J. Gibbons in a pugilistic 
contest on March 19 last, was placed on trial 
this morning. The fight occurred at the 
clubroom of the Tenth Ward Democratic 
legion. The referee stopped the contest in 
the third round because of its brutal char- 
acter. Gibbons was in a bad way after the 
fight was stopped, and died about midnight. 
The fatality created something of a stir 
throughout the city against boxing matches. 

J. R. Laymon, conductor of the electric 
car which ran away yesterday in Manayunk, 
died in St. Timothy’s Hospital this morn- 
ing, after having a leg and one arm ampu- 
tated, from shock and loss of blood. Lay- 
mon displayed great bravery when the 
smash occurred. After the motorman had 
been hurled from his post Laymon rushed 
to the front platform and tried to stop the 
car. He- could easily have escaped, but 
stuck to the car, with death staring him in 
the face. The other victims are still at the 
hospital.

IS A HERO EVEN IN JAIL. 


Cincinnati Prisoner Sends His Prison 
Food to His Starving Children and 
Goes Hungry Himself. 


Cincinnati, O., Dec. 21.—[Special.]—The 
arrest of Charles Manlin, a gypsy horse 
trader, who was locked up at the county jail 
Monday on a commitment from Justice J. 
D. Smith, has developed a case of deserving 
charity. Manlin has a sickly wife, who is 
rendered destitute, with two children, one 
an infant, the other 21 months old. The 
woman is actually starving. Since her hus- 
band has been locked up she calls at the jail 
to see him, and when they think they are not 
observed Manlin hands out chunks of bread 
and meattoher. Instead of eating his meals 
served at the jail he has been slipping the 
provisions from the table into his pockets 
and passing them out to the hungry woman 
and babies. The affecting meetings were 
noticed Tuesday, and the Young Men's 
Christian association was notified of the 
destitution of the wife and babies. Manlin, 
with William Fisher, is charged with bur- 
glary. He claims to have received stolen 
goods in a trade. 

The police are of the opinion that Victor 
Tape, who robbed Roth & Co., his employ- 
ers, of nearly $900 on Monday, escaped from 
the city and is now in New York. Detective 
Moses, who is working on the case, learned 
yesterday that Tape exchanged his clothes 
in a second-hand store on Sycamore street 
for another suit. He left a valise a‘ the 
store containing $61 in checks and drafts, 
which has been turned over to the firm. 
After leaving the store Tape went to the 
Bast End, where, it is thought, he boarded 
a train.

Act Apparently Unpremeditated.

Miss Herbert was walking up and 
down the room conversing in an ordinary 
manner, and continued her walk into the 
adjacent apartment without attracting any 
attention from the inmates of the other 
room. In fact, nobody saw her take what 
proved to be a fatal leap from a double win- 
dow in this back room. 

A colored man who had been engaged to put 
in coal at the Herbert residence was at work 
in the back yard when he heard a sound of 
something striking the ground, followed by 
a scream from some one in agony. Hurry- 
ing to the spot, the colored man found the 
body of Miss Herbert still quivering, but no 
sound came from the unconscious form, 
which was quickly borne into the dining- 
room by the awe-stricken servants. 

Death ensued fh a few minutes from the 
time the body was found on the asphalt 
pavement in the rear of the house. An ex- 
amination showed that Miss Herbert's skull 
was fractured and her neck broken by the 
fall from the window to the ground, a dis-

be improving.

Mr. Herbert, who has been on a visit to 
Alabama, was notified by telegraph of the 
gad occurrence, the messages being deliv- 
ered to him while on the train en route for 
this city. He was first told that his daugh- 
ter was dangerously ill, and subesquently 
another dispatch announced Miss Herbert's 
death. 

During the last administration Miss Her- 
bert made a trip to Europe, and while in 
England in May, 1895, was presented to 
Queen Victoria at one of her Majesty's draw- 
ing-rooms. A portrait of Miss Herbert, 
showing the dress worn at her presentation 
to royalty, hangs in the parlor of the house 
where the mistress lies lifeless. 


Zllness Due to a Fall. 

At the beginning of the bicycle craze a few 
years ago Miss Herbert learned to ride the 
wheel quickly and so well she was regarded 
as one of the most graceful and.best riders 
among her circle of friends. This fall, how- 
ever. Miss Herbert gave up the bicycle for 
horseback riding, of which she was pas- 
sionately fond. While enjoying this pas- 
time at a country place near Washington 
Miss Herbert sustained a fall, from the 
effects of which she never recovered and 
which has necessitated her remaining in- 
doors ever since her return to the capital. 

Miss Herbert was a beautiful young 
woman, of medium height, with a slender, 
graceful figure, which she carried with great 
dignity. Her features were almost correct 
in outline, and her soft, silken, blond hair 
and pink and white complexion were such 
as might have belonged toachild. Natural- 
ly of a gentle and retiring disposition and 
being noted for not talking much, when 
called upon to take up the position of a 
Cabinet hostess there was no change in her 
demeanor. She knew a great many people 
in Washington, where she had been educated 
during her father’s career as a Congressman 
from Alabama. 

A couple of years ago Miss Herbert was 
appointed a Vice Regent of the Mount Ver- 
non association for her native State, taking 
the place formerly held by her mother. This 
selection was thoroughly appreciated’ by 
Miss Herbert, who considered such an ap- 
pointment a great honor, and she attended 
to her new duties with untiring industry and 
geal. At the annual meeting this year Miss 
Herbert was present and took an active part 
in the work of the women who have charge 
of the former home of Washington. 


Devoted to Her Father. 


While attending to social obligations Miss 
Herbert never neglected her father’s com- 
fort, and no sacrifice was too great when 
anything was concerned that would give 
him pleasure. During the last summer her 
time was passed between this city and a 
nearby resort in Virginia with her father 
and sister, Mrs. Micou, to whose children she. 
was devotedly attached. When the family 
returned to town for the winter a residence 
was secured on New Hampshire avenue, 
where today’s deplorable tragedy was en- 
acted. 

Miss Herbert, like the rest of the family, 
was well aware of her father's intended re- 
turn. While her health had given the family 
much concern lately, it was not thought she 
would.do anything to further endanger it, 
much less take her own life. That she was 
suffering from melancholia for some time 
past has been apparent, but with the atten- 
tion she was receiving it was thought to be 
merely a passing form of the diseage. 

The old colored servants, who were de- 
votedly attached to their mistress, said to 
sympathizing friends: “Miss Leila was 
really sweeter than ever lately, and every 
day grew brighter and more since 
her strength began to return.“ 

While never of a vigorous. constitution, 
for a person of her delicate she 
was unusually devoted to outdoor life and 
sports, and it was a matter of general pieas- 
ure to her friends that she became

WOULD END HIS 


Henry E. Huck of Chicago 
| Tries to Kill Himself. 


DESPONDENCY THE CAUSE 


His Unfriendly Relationship 
with His Father. 


WRITES PATHETIC LETTERS. 


Denver, Colo., Dec. 21.—[Special.]—In a 
small back room on the second floor of 2022 
Stout street Henry E. Huck, son of L. C. 
Huck of Chicago, took fifteen grains of 
morphine this morning with suicidal intent. 
He is not dead and may recover. 

The deed was planned with much de- 
liberation, as shown by letters: which he 
wrote and was writing until his nerveless 
fingers refused to act. The cause of the 
attempt at self-destruction was de- 
epondency, the father of the young man re- 
fusing to have anything further to do with 
him. Huck is. a brother of Mrs. Marshall 
Field Jr. A letter lay on the table as fol- 
lows: 

My Dear Mr Rutan: I have written 
my father twice since 1 left the institut. 
I found work since. I worked hard and did 
my best; he has refused to answer either 
of my letters, and I can say I die broken- 
hearted. Thank you, my dear Mr. Rutan, 
for what you have done for me. Had it 
not been for you this would have happened 
long ago. God bless you and your family. 
You do not know what I am suffering at 
present. I gladly go. Keep me in kind 
memory and remember this, that Henry 
was sincerely grateful to vou till his last 
hour. My last wish is this: Please have 
me buried——’’ At this point the waver- 
ing hand of the writer fell and the remainder 
of the letter is not legible. 


In a Keeley Institute. 

Huck came to Denver from Chicago last 
fall. He was addicted to the use of morphine 
and on Oct. 19 entered the Keeley Institute 
to take treatment. Four weeks later he 
was discharged as cured. He entered the 
institution under the name of Henry Har- 
dins, although it was known by the 
physicians that his name was Huck. Since 
then he has never visited the institute, and 
General Manager Insley thought he had 
gone back to his home in Chicago. Four 
weeks ago he called at 2022 Stout street and 
told Mrs. Mary Kurtz, the tandlady, that 
he wanted to rent a room. He said he 
did not have much money and wished o 
secure the cheapest room she had. fie 
was shown a back room on the second ficor 
and he rented it, paying for one week. 
About a week ago he secured employment 
in the wrapping department of Daniels & 
Fisher’s dry goods store, and has been 
working there since. 

Last night he went to his lodgings very 
late. Mrs. Kurtz heard him go up-stairs and 
enter his room. Since he has been working 
it has been customary for Mrs. Kurtz to 
call him at 7 o’clock in the morning. At 
that hour she went to his door and knocked. 
She received no response, and, thinking 
that he was sleeping soundly, opened the 
door and called to him. He did not answer, 
and, seeing the bed unoccupied, she walkcd 
in. 

Alive, but Unconscious. 

On a chair in front of the dresser sat Huck 
breathing heavily. His feet were extended 
in front of him with the heels resting on 
the floor. His head hung down to one side, 
and clutched between the first and second 
finger and thumb, was a short lead 
pencil, with which he had a short time 
previous bade his friends good-by. On the 
dresser were two letters. Beside the let- 
ters was a bottle which contained morphine. 
The bottle was labeled, “morphine, #4) 
grains,” and was about two-thirds full. 
Huck was dressed only in his underclothes 
and the suit which he had worn last night 
was folded neatly and placed upon a chair 
in a corner of the room. The gas near the 
mirror, where he had written what was 
supposed to be his farewell, was turned on 
and the jet was blazing brightly. 

Mrs. Kurtz placed her hand on his shoulder 
and shook him. He did not reply, and she 
ran from the house and notified the police. 
Surgeon Miller responded and worked over 
Huck for two hours, and then removed him 
to St. Luke’s Hospital, where it is said he 
will recover. Huck had written three let- 
ters. Two were to Mr. Rutan, one of which 
he tore up and threw into a cuspidor. 


Wants His Father Notified. 

The third letter was very brief and related 
to his father. It is as follows: 

„To Whom It May Concern: Please notify 
my father, L. C. Huck, 576 La Salle avenue, 
of what has happened. 

HENRY E. Huck, Chicago. 

“Pp. 8. Also please notify Harry Insiey of 
the Keeley Institute.”’ 

The last five words of the first letter are 
„next to my poor mother.“ 

About a month ago young Huck told a 
friend that his father had sent him $1C0 
and said he hoped he would never hear from 
him again. He spoke of this a number of 
times to Thomas Hughes, formerly of the 
firm of Hughes & Keith, who ts a friend of 
the family, and seemed broken-hearted over 
the action of his father. 

The identity of Mr. Rutan, to whom the 
letter was addressed, cannot be learned, and 
Colonel Insley is the authority for the state- 
ment that he is a commercial man, travel- 
ing for a Chicago wholesale house,

His 
father sent a message last + gt to Denver asking 
to be informed at once should the attempt at sul- 
cide result seriously. ] 


VERDICT IN HESING INQUEST. 


Coroner’s Jury Censures Dr. C. F. Ely 
and Undertaker J. W. Buffum— 
) Latter and Berz Clash. 


Dr. C. F. Ely, who was Washingion Hes- 
ing’s family physician. and Underiaker J. 
W. Buftum, who embalmed the body of the 
ex-Postmaster, were censured by the Cor- 
oner’s jury yesterday. The jury tound that 
Mr. Hesing had come to his death from or- 
ganic heart disease, and reprehended Dr. 
Ely for ‘issuing a death certificate when 
totally ignorant of the cause of death.” The 
verdict concluded: We also censure J. 
Whitticr Buffum, an employé of C. H. Jordan 
& Co., for embalming the body ot said de- 
ceased, thereby obstructing and interfering 
with the Coroner of this county in the dis- 
charge of his sworn duty.” 

The inquest was held in Rolston’s under- 
taking establishment, 22 Adams street, and 
completed the official investigation into the 
cause of Mr. Hesing’s death begun on Mon- 
day.

| EAST WILL w 
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FOOTBALL EXPERTS NOT LIKELY TO 
‘CHANGE THE RULES. 


Yale Might Favor Legislation Against 
Mass Plays—Harry Beecher Says the 
West Is Right in the Decision to 
Inaugurate Reforms in the Present 
Code—Western Representative on 
Rules Committee May Not Be Re- 
ceived—Sentiment Seems Against it. 


New York, Dec. 21.—[Special.]—Eastern 
football experts are in doubt as to whether 
they would be pleased to see a representative 
of a Western university have a place on the 
Football Rules committee. One of them, 
Harry Beecher, says he does not believe 
Wisconsin would be received. Mr. Beecher 
has done a great deal of writing on the sub- 
ject of football and has urged the changes 
now being discussed in the West, and heart- 
ily favors them. He, with others, does net 
believe, however, that the East will make 
any move in that direction this year. Yale 
would be the one to favor such a change, if 
any of them. The others will have to do so 
in time, though, he thinks. When asked to- 
day about the independent move of the West- 
ern colleges he said: 

I think they are dead right. As Lunder- 
stand it they expect to do away with thé 
mass plays, and thereby get rid of the rough- 
est features of the game. This is a move in 
the right direction and something I have 
been fighting for all along. It would not 
only remove all ground of criticism on ac- 
count of the danger to players, but would 
make the game more attractive. When a 
mass play is made no spectator can see who 
has the ball and the credit for individual 
play is lost. The open plays, on the other 
hand, show the player’s personal excellence; 
combined with team work, while the spec- 
tator derives more pleasure and the player 
due credit for his performance. 

**I do not think any action will be taken 
this year by the Eastern colleges toward 
a modification of the game, though it must 
come soon. The weight of public opinion in 
this section is becoming too strong and a 
change must come. If the Eastern clubs 
don’t -realize it and act in advance their 
awakening will come in the shape of a 
heavy blow. 

“The slowness of the Eastern colleges to 
do something on this matter is because the 
game is thoroughly intrenched here. It has 
more years and influence behind it. 

“ Of the Eastern colleges, I think Yale 186 
the most favorable to a change such as the 
Western clubs propose, In fact, if the ques- 
tion were brought up I believe Yale would 
favor it. But I don’t think she would take 
the initiative. Pennsylvania, perhaps, Is 
most committed to the old style of playing 
of any of the Eastern teams, having played 
the guards back formation all season. Yet 
when she played Cornell, a team using the 
open style, she was barely Able to defeat her, 
when a walkover was expected. This to me 
was one of the best arguments in favor of 
the new style. 

„As for the other Eastern colleges, they 
don’t like to make a move in the matter. 
They dread innovation, fearing that they 
may lose by it, but not knowing just why. 
As Yale is counted their strongest antagon- 
ist they don’t want to make a move which 
may be to their disadvantage.. I don't de- 
lieve the Eastern clubs, therefore, will make 
any changes in the rules this year.” 


ANSON AND.THE ST. LOUIS CLUB. 


More Gossip About the Future of the 
Veteran Manager—Positive State- 
ment by President Hart. 


President Hart says there is absolutely no need

set Mr. Smalley paid a beautiful and ten- 
der tribute to New England, where he was 
born, but he traveled quickly to England, 
which country he praised in the highest 
— Pasa its forbearance toward this

greatness, and power. 

As the speaker progressed the astonish- 
ment of his hearers grew, and when he had 
taken his seat few were surprised to see Sen- 
ator Joseph.R. Hawley of Connecticut 
Spring to his feet and in a manner betraying 
suppressed feeling say: 

I do not wish to disturb the harmony of 
this New England dinner, but I regret that 
my friend Mr. Smalley misunderstands the 
country in which he was born. His home is 
no longer in New Engiand, but m old Erg- 
land; he belongs over there, and cught to 
Stay there.“ 

Mr. Smalley's speech had not only over- 
flowed with praise of England, but it had 
contained a severe criticism of the course of 
the United States in the Venezuelan incident 
and the Cuban and Hawaiian matters. He 
had declared that the course of the United 
States had convinced all continental Eu- 
rope that this country was a menace to the 
peace-of the world, and that these countries 
had reached the conclusion. that the safest 
policy was to combine against this govern- 
ment. He said the English press and people 
had received the tremendous provocation of 
President Cleveland in the Venezuelan mat- 
ter first in an incredulous and later in a for- 
bearing spirit. 

England he declared to be} the greatest 
financial power in the world, with a navy 
matching any two of the European coun- 
tries, and, he asked, could this country 
reject the friendship of so powerful a na- 
tion when it was offered to us? 

The spirit of his utterances plainly pleased 
numbers of his audience no better than it 
did Senator Hawley, who was almost out- 
spokenly indignant. 

**I would give $25 to be able to reply to 
that if the occasion would permit,” he said 
to a friend, as he sat down after making his 
warm response to Smakliey’s speech. 

Mr. Smalley was the last speaker, follow- 
ing General Hawley. Speeches had been 
made by Governor Black, St. Clair McKel- 
way, and Mr. Thomas Moore, President of 
the New England society of Brooklyn, who 
presided as toastmaster. Mr. Smalley sat 
down with little applause to mark the close 
of his address. It had created general sur- 
prise, not to say astonishment, and Senator 
Hawley, who had left the speakers’ table 
and was seated quite a distance away, quick- 
ly arose and made the remark quoted.

POLICE BREAK UP A BAD GANG. 


Cottage Grove Avenue Detectives Ar- 
rest Three Horse Thieves and 
a Reputed “‘Fence.”’ 


Three ex-convicts will be arraigned in the 
Armory Police Court this morning, and the 
police expect they will be held to the Crimi- 
nal Court. This will be the first step, the 
police say, towards breaking up one of the 
most dangerous gangs of thieves that have 
infested the city.

Harness, wagons, 
horses, and stable fixtures were stolen, but 
it was not until last Friday that the first 
arrest was made. 

During the afternoon Detectives Sullivan 
and Hallisy were at South Park avenue and 
Twenty-ninth street when they saw a man 
driving by in a buggy filled with harness. 
They hailed the man, but he lashed his 
horse and turned towards Indiana avenue. 
The detectives followed in a trolley car and 
overtook the man at Thirty-first street. At 
the station Lieutenant O’Brien recognized 
him as George Williams, alias Diggs. After 
two hours in the sweat box Diggs ad- 
mitted he had stolen the harness found in 
the buggy, at the instance, he said, of Rip- 
ley. The police found Cady and Hines in 
the barn. 

The prisoners, on being questioned, con- 
fessed they were guilty of a dozen thefts of 
harness and horses, at the instigation of 
Ripley,.in whose barn, they said. much of 
the stolen property could be found.

DOCTORS MEET A TRAIN. 


Inoculate a Carload of Pas- 
sengers on the Wabash. 


SIX REMAIN IN THIS CITY. 


Dr. G. C. Hunt and a staff of half a dozen 
medical inspectors with lancets and vaccine 
points and two fumigators, each supplied 
with twenty pounds of sulphur, formed the 
skirmish line sent out last night by the 
Health department to check what had been 
heralded as a threatened approach of small- 
pox. 

Telegrams received by Health Commis- 
sioner Reynolds from Commissioner of Im- 
migration Thomas Fitchie of New York had 
apprised the Chicago official that six persons, 
who had been exposed to the disease while 
on board the steamer Edam, that arrived in 
New York on Sunday, were destined for 
Chicago. The names and Chicago addresses 
of the passengers were given and they were 
announced to arrive on a Wabash train at 
9:30 p. m. Preparation was made for their 
reception at the Englewood station. The 
belated train arrived at 10 o' clock. 

In the day coach of the train were twenty- 
three passengers. Among these were the 
six from the steamer Edam, six who came 
to New York by the steamer Normandie, 
and eleven others who had taken passage 
from New York. All were foreigners. The 
corps of doctors had difficulty in explaining 
to them that they must bare their left arms 
and make ready to receive new wounds and 
new virus. 


All Are Vaccinated Again. 


All the steamer passengers showed the 
marks of vaccination received on board ship 
or in New York, and in nearly every case the 
virus had worked and the scars were 
inflamed and red. This made no difference, 
and the doctors went to work while the train 
proceeded into the city and treated all the 
passengers in the coach. ;

ATTACKS SABATH WITH A KNIFE. 


Behmil Beranek Tries to Murder the 
Justice in His Private 
Court. 


Justice A. J. Sabath yesterday witnessed 
the sight of a man with. an open knife 
climbing over his desk and manifesting an 
eager desire for his blood. Bystanders 
quickly caught and disarmed the man, who 
gave his name as Behmil Beranek, 500 
South Union street. 

It was shortly after 4 o'clock, and the 
justice and his clerks were closing up the 
day’s business in his private court at Madi- 
son and Halsted streets. A man entered 
and walked toward the desk. His actions 
were peculiar and he talked wildly. He 
asked if there were warrants out for him.

BRICK AND STUNE FIGHT. | 


SCRAMBLE OF THE MAKERS FOR THE 
CHICAGO SEWER CONTRACT, 


Alderman Powers’ Coming Trip East 
to Inspect Concrete Conduits Brings 
Out the Story of a Rival for the Big 
Job of Building the Intefcepting 
System—Purington Talks of the Sit- 
uattion—McGann Not Worried by the 
Outlook. | 


It developed yesterday that against the 
brick trust there stands a powerful combi- 
nation of crushed stone and cement dealers, 
which is striving to supply the material for 
the proposed system of intercepting sewers. 
Belief spread about during the day that be- 
tween the two Chicago was destined to be 
made the victim of a gigantic “holdup,” 
but, according to Commissioner of Public 
Works McGann, there is no reason for any 
one to feel alarmed. 

Mr. McGann is confident the city in the 
end will come out with flying colors. At 
Monday night’s meeting of the Council Al- 
derman Powers introduced and had passed 
an apparently meritorious and timely res- 
It struck a blow at the brick trust, 
formed for the purpose,“ as charged in a 
sweeping whereas, of fleecing the city in 
its anticipated purchase of thousands upon 
thousands of brick for constructing inter- 
cepting sewers,“ and called for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to visit Reading, Pa., 
to inspect the system of concrete sewers re- 
cently completed there. 

Taking his own words for it, Mr. Powers 
had no thought of stirring up a sensation. 
But that is the effect his resolution had. It 
not only aroused the brick manufacturers 
but uncovered the plans of a much greater, 
stronger organization to secure the substi- 
tution of concrete for brick in the intercept- 
ing sewers and then furnish the city the 
material with which to build them. Thus 
far the scheme has comparatively. had 
smooth sailing. But there were predictions 
during the day that when certain men could 
get the ear of Mayor Harrison he would 
learn all about the new scheme. 


Crush Stone Plans Failed. 

Early in the administration of ex-Mayor 
Swift the crushed stone dealers pooled issues 
and made a fight to get established rules 
with reference to paving and sewer speci- 
fications so changed as to give them a line 
of city business they never have been able to 
secure. They succeeded in getting ordl- 
nances before the Council providing that all 
street paving should be laid on , concrete 
foundations, and that it be left optional 
with the Commissioner of Public Works to 
say whether concrete or brick should be 
used in the construction of sewers. But 
none of these ordinances passed. 

Now, however, it is said the combine 1s 
on deck stronger than ever, having been 
reinforced by the Illinois Steel company. or 
an auxillary thereof, which manufactures 
concrete. The brick people admit they are 
tied up in a trust, but they vigorously pro- 
test there is absolutely no truth in the asser- 
tions that have been made of their intentions 
to advance prices, and thus fleece the city. 
D. V. Purington said that so far as prices 
are concerned every manufacturer was as 
much at liberty to sell his output on the best 
terms he could make as before the big com- 
pany was formed. 


Brick More Costly Now. 


The city authorities say they are paying 
$2 a thousand more for brick at the present 
time than they paid three and four months 
ago. The dealers contend that the price in 
Chicago is today $1 a thousand less then in 
any other large city in the country. Mr. 
Purington produced documents showing that 
his company had just closed a contract to 
furnish the Burlington road 500,000 butiding 
brick at $4.75 a thousand. As a general 
thing sewer brick of late years, so he said.

According to the trust. the stock on hand 
at this time in Chicago amounts to 88 ,000,000.

The clothing of 
the girl became ignited as the boy caught up 
with her and in a moment she was covered 
with flames. 

John Fuller, 207 North Oakley avenue, had 
seen the lad with the fire and ran up the back 
Stairs to the room, but too late to save the 
child’s life.

THE APPORTIONMENT BILL. 

The Republican Senatorial apportionment 
bill was introduced in the Legislature yes- 
terday. It divides the State into districts 
which comply with the mandates of the 
constitution and which are politically 
equitable. If the Republicans carry the 
State by a fair majority they will be able 
to control the Legislature. If the Demo- 
crats elect their State ticket they will carry 
the Legislature. 


This measure should receive the vote of | 


every Republican member even though it 
runs counter to the personal interests and 
political ambitions of some. The ques- 
tion has narrowed down until it is this 
bill or nothing. It must be adopted as it 
stands or the Democratic gerrymander will 
remain in force. 

The Governor would like to see some 
changes made in the bill. But he knows 
that an attempt to alter it would throw 
everything into confusion again and that 
it would be impossible to restore harmony. 
Therefore he has appealed to the Republican 
members to drop all objections they may 
have and vote for the bill. 

Almost all of them are ready to do so. A 
few, however, still hold out. Among them 
is Representative Wilson of Schuyler. He 
objects to the proposed reapportionment be- 
cause his county will be thrown in with 
Menard, Brown, and Cass. It will be 
submerged in a Democratic district. It 
may not even get the Republican minority 
Representative. . 7 

Therefore Mr. Wilson declares that he 
will not vote for the bill. He prefers to 
have Schuyler remain where it is with 
Hancock and McDonough. He states that 
“we have carried that district twice and 
can do it again.” Two Republican House 
members were elected last year, but it was 
by a scratch. The Republicans cast fewer ‘ 
votes for Representatives than the Demo- 
crats did, but divided them more evenly, 
and thus Mr. Wilson was enabled to slip in. 
Under ordinary circumstances the district 
is reliably Democratic. 

Mr. Wilson states also that he sees “ no 
absolute necessity for an apportionment at 
all. Under the present apportionment we 
have elected two United States Senators 
and I have no doubt we can do the same 
thing again.” The last statement is a 
mistake, for a repetition of victories like 
those of 1894 and 1896 is not to be expected. 
If the Republican majorities had not ex- 
ceeded 50,000 in each of those years that 
party would not have carried the Legis-. 
lature and elected Cullom and Mason. 

It is nonsense to say that a Legislature 
elected in 1900 under the present apportion- 
ment will send a Republican to the United 
States Senate. Representative Wilson does 
not in his heart believe it will, But he 
dislikes exceedingly the idea of his county 
being buried in a hopelessly Democratic dis- 
trict. 

That is a misfortune. But it will be a 
misfortune which will come to an end in 
1901, when there will be a new deal and 
another apportionment, in which Schuyler 
will fare better. Mr. Wilson should be 
content to wait that long. He should be 
willing to make a slight sacrifice in order 
that his party may get out from under a 
most unjust and ruinous apportionment. 
So as to the other members who dislike the 
proposed apportionment because it will af- 
fect them individually. They should think 
less of themselves and more of the party. 


INSIST ON THEIR FIVE DOLLARS. 

When the Legislature adjourns on Fri- 
day it will adjourn over the holidays. The 
hopes of the Governor that the special ses- 
sion would come to an end by Christmas 
cannot be realized. Yesterday the Repub- 


Plican Senatorial caucus adopted by a vote 


of 25 to 11 a resolution to the effect that the 
pay of members and employés should be 
stopped during the recess, which will be 
for ten days. 

If such a resolution should be adopted 
by the Legislature it would amount to lit- 
tle, except as far as the employés are con- 
cerned. The law gives the members $5 a 
day when the Legislature meets in special 
session whether they do any work or not, 
and no resolution can deprive ‘of their pay 
men who demand it. 9 

The eleven Republicans who voted in cau- 
cus against the proposition—among them 
were Littler, Lundin, and Humphrey—de- 
clare that it is nonsense to talk of cutting 
off their pay during the holidays, and that 
this proposition that members shall not be 
paid while they are not working is a 
“grand stand play.” 

All the Democrats declare that they will 
draw pay for the ten days because the law 
gives it to them. Each of them, while 
abusing the Republicans for the cxpense to 
which the special session is putting the 
taxpayers, will draw his fifty dollars. 

If the resolution is presented to the Leg- 
islature it may be defeated or adopted, but 
most of the members will sooner or later 
draw their full pay. Few of them will let 
any money stay in the Treasury which 
they can draw out. The proposed resolu- 
tion is sound in principle, but it will not 
amount to much. 


THE ALDERMANIC SALARY GRAB. 

The Mayor returned to the Council on 
Monday night with his veto the ordinance 
empowering the Aldermen to employ “ sec- 
retaries,” to be paid for at the rate of $1,500 
a year. As the Mayor stated, this was 
merely an attempt to evade the constitu- 
tional provision that the salaries of public 
officers ehall not be increased during the 
term for which they are elected or ap- 
pointed. | 

The Aldermen who voted for this ordi- 
nance did so hoping they might be able to 
rob the taxpayers of $125 a month during 
their present terms. ‘They do not deny tbat 
this secretary provision is nothing but a 
subterfuge, devised in the hope of getting 
wround a peremptory constitutional pro- 
vision. 

One of the Aldermen excused himself and 
his fcllow-grabbers on the ground that the 
Legislature offered this salary to us and 
meant that we should have it. The people 
intended that we should have it.“ The 
Legislature did not mean that the present 
Aldermen should have this salary, but their 
successors. As for the people, they think 


the boodling Aldermen, who are in the 


majority in the Council, are making very 
good wages, although they are unsalaried. 

The ordinance was passed over the 
Mayor's veto—yeas, 48; nays,16. This was 
to have been expected. “ What is a little 
matter like the constitution among 
friends?” But those Aldermen who are so 
determined to make a raid on the City 
Treasury will find an impassable obstacle 
in their road. They will appolut their 
“secretaries” and the Council will con- 
firm them. At the end of a month those 
dummies will ask the Controller for their 
money. He will reply that he cannot law- 
fully give them any. | 

Then they will go into court and ask 


e | their salaries. The Court Will refusd to do 
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and void, That will end the matter. The 
attorney who is engineering this scheme 
will make some money out of it, but those 
Aldermen who have paid him $50 apiece 
will be out that much.

PENSION ROBBERY. 
There is printed elsewhere in this issue a 
carefully prepared statement showing the 
almost incredible manner in which the 
pension rolls have been padded and the 
country’s bounty abused by those who have 
little or no just claim upon the Treasury. 
In 1883 there were 803,658 pensioners; in 
1897 there are 976,014; and there’ are 
1,139,817 total survivors or widows getting 
or demanding pensions. It is literally an 
army with banners, and no one can foresee 
how much bigger this army will grow. 
There is apparently no limit to the exten- 
sion of the pension rolls. The survivors 
of the war increase each year in a regular 
ratio, and apparently their demands are 
absorbing the very vitals of the Treasury. 
Unless there is a change in the taxing sys- 
tem there will be no means of sustaining the 
government and paying these growing pen- 
sions. Over a million of names, from every 
State and Territory, are already on the 
rolls, and there is no telling what Con- 
gressmen will do if they think it will make 
them popular. They will go on putting 
names on the lists and increasing the rates. 
Already this country is paying more than 
any European country expends for war pur- 
poses. ‘The vast army and navy of Ger- 
many in a time of peace are supported for 
less than our pensions cost a third of a 
century after the war. Even France, 
squeezing out the last franc for revenge 
some time against Germany, is not spend- 
ing as much as we are paying on pensions. 
There is a class of men who served long 
and faithfully, and they are entitled to all 


they can get, and Tue Trisune would 


favor squeezing the rest of the community 
rather than that they should suffer. They 
are those who did the marching, fighting, 
and suffering, or who died on the field, lea v- 
ing widows and orphans. That class can- 
not be too well rewarded or too long re- 
membered with gratitude. But there are 
others who are not entitled to this expen- 
sive generosity. They went late, and did 
little fighting or no fighting; yet with some 
honorable exceptions they are getting on the 
pension rolls. There is another class whose 
claim it is somewhat hard to fix. They 
were mustered in.when they should not 
have been, at a time when there was a 
great pressure to fill drafts, and large 
bounties were offered. There is not a 
Colonel who served but knows that two or 
three hundred of his men were physically 
incapable, and should not have been mus- 
tered in. Many of them were sent home as 
incapable, and others went into hospital, 
and many were broken down by physical 
ailments or weak physique. There was an 
enormous number of these, and probably a 
quarter of a million of them are on the 
rolls. They were really in the service, 
though many of them never saw the enemy 
or fired a shot. 

This serves to explain why the pension 
rolls are running up into the millions, while 
the average army actually serving in the 
field was probably not over a million men in 
number,the rest being disqualified by reason 
of physical inability. No other nation in the 
world since the time of the Greeks has 
taken up all who served or pretended to 
serve, and in reality did not by reason of 
physical disability, and allowed them to 
pension themselves upon the community. 
It is time for a radical reform of the pen- 
sion list. If it is not done it will soon 
swamp the Treasury. 
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“A BLOW AT SILVER.” 

In 1893 the American Federation of 
Labor declared itself in favor of the free 
coinnge of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 
At that time the bullion in a silver dollar 
was worth about 70 or 75 cents in gold. 

The federation took that action before 
Bryan, Altgeld, and some of the other 
leaders of the free silver campaign of last 
year had announced themselves in favor 
of that retroactive, swindling project. 

In 1894, 1895, and 1896 the labor federa- 
tion leaders at their annual meetings adopt- 
ed resolutions pledging their members to 
the support of free coinage at the false and 
absurd ratio of 16 to 1. It appeared to be 
impossible for the “labor leaders” to un- 
derstand that if their demands had been 
granted the wages of labor would have 
been cut down one-half in buying power. 

While if Bryan had won the Presidency 
last year it would have been most disastrous 
to the interests of the labor classes, nearly 
all the members of the federation voted for 
him “to get cheap money,” as in 1892 they 
voted for Cleveland to get low protective 
duties and smash their employers. They 
had not learned then—-and perhaps have 
not learned yet—that when they break 
down the employer they break themselves 
down also. 

At this year’s convention, beld in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., the customary free silver reso- 
lutions were introduced by a Colorado dele- 
gate. They declared, among other things, 
that “this measure received the com- 
bined opposition of the enemies of organized 
labor,” and that the basic money of the 
nation must be expanded [cheapened] be- 
fore the producer can hope to secure a fair 
reward for his toil”—as if the cheap 
money would do it. 

The last sentence is a repetition of the 
old claim, which caught so many simple- 
minded men, that there must be “ more 
money ’’—regardless of its purchasing 
power—before better wages could be ob- 
tained. The value of the moncy 
seemed to cut no figure in their 
eyes. The important part which the pur- 
chasing power of the money in which wages 
are paid plays was totally ignored. If the 
dollar was worth but five cents for buying 
things they seemed to think so much the 
better. It was a strange delusion. The 
Colorado delegate to the recent Nashville 
convention had nothing to say showing that 
worthless, rotten money was better currency 
to pay laborers in than was gold. Nor has 
Bryan or Altgeld ever ventured to discuss 
that point in public. Like eels, they twist 
and squirm around it. What they believe 
is that bad money is the best sort in which 
to pay creditors. Its disostrous effect on 
wage-earners in pauperizing them they 
never discuss, lest they might lose their 
votes. 

The workingmen have been induced to 
believe that one free silver dollar, worth 40 
cents or less, is as good as one gold dollar 
worth 100 cents for buying things in the 
markét, and that silver money is better 
than gold because it is larger, bulkier, 
and heavier. N 


mentioned above was not adopted. The 
Committee on Resolutions reported the fol- 
lowing substitute for the Colorado man's 
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in their stead, and thus fasten the national bank 
system for years upon the American people. 

This action made the Colorado delegate 
unhappy. He denounced it as “a blow at 
silver” and hinted that the result might 
be a secession of the Rocky Mountain 
silver mining delegates and the organization 
of a silver mining mountain State federa- 
tion, devoted to the cause of free and de- 
clining silver. But what ke said did not 
alarm the federation. 

The Federation of Labor has taken a 
long step in the right direction hy drop- 
ping its absurd demand for free coinage and 
40-cent dollars as a substitute for gold 
value money. By doing that it cuts loose 
from Bryan and Altgeld and all the other 
false leaders. 

The Federation of Labor has considerable 
yet to learn. It is to be hoped that during 
the coming year it will advance far enough 
to recognize the fact that the gold standard 
is emphatically the workingman’s standard. 
It gives him the best wages in the best 
money—the standard money of the world. 


IT “AMOUNTS TO A GOLD CERTIFICATE. 
Tue Trispune stated on Monday that 
a legal tender note of the government really 


amounts to a certificate of deposit for its 


face in gold.” An evening paper? in the 
habit of going off at half cock, evidently 
ignorant of the force of qualifying words, 
declares solemnly that a legal tender note 
is not a “gold certificate,” and proceeds 
to accuse THs TRIBUNE of “ juggling with 
the facts.” 

A gold certificate sets forth that a holder 
has deposited a certain amount of gold 
in the Treasury and that the sum is there 
whenever he or his assigns call for it. 

The greenback does not bear that 
language on its face. Therefore Tun 
TRIBUNE did not state that a legal tender 
note was a gold certificate of deposit, but 
only that it amounted to one in getting 
its face sum in gold. ‘ 

So it does and so it has for nearly twenty 
years. During all that period, whenever a 
greenback has been presented at the United 
States Treasury for redemption, it has 
been redeemed in gold. The government 
never has offered to redeem in anything 
else. The holder has always known that 
his greenback on its face amount would 
be redeemed in gold just the same as if it 
was a gold certificate of deposit. 

The holder of a greenback has known 
ever since 1878 that there was on deposit in 
the Treasury a large sum in gold set aside 
for the special purpose of redeeming green- 
back notes, his and others, on demand. 

Greenbach having been invariably and 
promptly redeemed in gold on demand for 
néarly twenty years out of the special gold 
deposit in the United States Treasury set 
aside for that purpose, itis perfectly proper to 
say that a legal tender note amounts to” 
a certificate of deposit for gold. 

No person who is aware of the facts and 
also of the meaning of the words “ amounts 
to” will take exception to the language 
Tue TRIBUNE used. 

But unfortunately some prints have 
editors that are not even moderately well 
acquainted with the English language, and 
when Tue Tripune states that a green- 
back “amounts to” a gold certificate of 
deposit it is taken to task for asserting that 
a greenback is a certificate. Perhaps if 
the evening paper, which is so quick to 
find fault where none exists, will study the 
dictionary a little more and its ill-humor 
less, it will discover its gross blunder. 
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DIVIDING A SICK MAN’S EFFECTS. 
The comments of the European press, 
both English and continental, upon the 


progress of events on the Chinese coast, 


indicate that all disguise as to the inten- 
tions of “ the powers has been thrown off, 
and henceforth it is to be simply a scramble 
for position. If any collision is to occur be- 
tween the rival robbers in this land-grab- 
bing scheme it is to be the re- 
sult of the attempt of two or 
more to seize the same territory, and can- 
not in any sense be considered in the inter- 
est of their common victim. For a genera- 
tion the leading powers of Europe have 
been watching the dying throes of the 
“Sick Man of Europe“ with the hope of 
being able to appropriate his effects, but 
their mutual jealousies have served to keep 
the patient alive so long that, since the 
Greco-Turkish war, he seems to have taken 
a new lease of life. Ever in search of an 
easy victim, their eyes are now simultane- 
ously turned towards the Sick Man of 
Asia” as offering the richest opportunity 
for spoil, both in territory and movable 
effects, whether in the form of commerce 
or actual plunder. 

The tone of the German press in its com- 
ments upon the situation is one of absolute 
complacency not unmixed with self-lauda- 
tion, in view of the fact that Germany has 
taken the initiative in the land-stealing 
business. There is even an air of boastful 
ness in contemplation of the surprise and 
consternation which this sudden step has 
caused in England, heretofore regarded 
as the most successful land-grabbing power 
jn the world, and there is evidence that this 
feeling is shared by both Austria and 
France. The only question asked in Lon- 
don is not where is this robbery to end, but 
„What do we get out of it?“ The London 
Globe whimperingly remarks: 

Russia and Germany now have the two most 
importamt strategical positions in northern China, 
and Great Britain, whose commercial interests 
there are ten times greater, must be content with 
the crumbs from the St. Petersburg and Berlin 


tables. 

But the Globe and the English press gen- 
erally will probably soon learn that it was 
not through any regard for commercial! 
precedence that Germany has entered upon 
its present filibustering policy, but to over- 
throw it and to acquire a good slice of rich 
territory besides. The conservative Pall 
Mall Gazette, in the meantime, recognizes 
the full significance of the situation when 
it says: 

Of course the partition of the coast, which is 
bound to come, will not be confined to Russia and 
Germany. Every naval state in the world is ac- 
tively concerned in the disturbance of the equilib- 
rium in the far East, Great Britain, France, and 
Japan especially. But the United States cannot 
be taken as a quantity to be ignored. The tame 
acquiescence with which the seizures are made 
is not worthy our report and is fatal to our future. 
We may remark that we shall not be without sym- 
pathizers, as the Japanese will most joyfully back 
any scheme to redress the bitter humiliation they 
have suffered at the hands of Russia. 


“Of course” the partition “ will not be 
confined to Russia and Germany,” but the 
German papers gloatingly respond that 
Germany has got the best of the situation 
and what are you going to do about it?“ 
The following from the Vienna Deutsche 
Zeitung probably represents the average 
estimate on the continent of Great Britain’s 
attitude, though few may be willing to ex- 
press their views so plainiy: 

Pale fear will penetrate John Bull's marrow. 
The fallacy that Britannia rules the wave is now 
gone forever. The hour of the German world pol- 
icy has struck. It is an historical moment. 

Yes; it does look as if the hour of the 
German [Kaiser's] world policy has 

the 
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man Kaiser have disconcerted Russia some- 
what by exposing the game a little prema- 
turely is highly probable, but it will not 
change the policy of that power in any 
essential particular. Conscious of his 
supreme power over the Chinese Emperor, 
and with his foot already firmly placed on 
Chinese soil, the Czar will deliberately 
ursue his policy confident of his ability to 
* in the lion’s share at the end. 

Confessedly humiliating as the position of 
England now is, it remains to be seen 
whether it will remain so in face of the 
jeers and taunts of the German press and 
people. That France is watching the course 
of its neighbor across the channel with eager 
interest is evident, and while it will do 
nothing to antagonize the policy of its 
ally on the banks of the Neva, it may be 
taken for granted that any decisive move- 
ment on the part of Great Britain will be 
accepted as a signal for prompt action on 
the part of France also. 

In the meanwhile the position of China 
may be illustrated by comparison with 
that of a whale attacked by a school of 
sword-fish. Vast in body, unwieldy and 
helpless it lies at the mercy of its predatory 
assailants, who will not cease their at- 
tacks until life has departed, when they 
will proceed to gratify their ravenous ap- 
petites by feeding upon the juicy remains, 


GOLD REDEMPTION OF NOTES 
FOUNDATION OF ALL CREDIT, 

Early last June the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the Hon. L. J. Gage, made a 
tentative or first draft of a currency re- 
form scheme and sent copies of it to a 
number of friends and financiers for their 
inspection and consideration. It did not 
differ very widely from the draft of his 
plan printed in the Chicago Bankers’ Maga- 
zine copied into Tum TRIBUNR a couple of 
months ago. 

The editor of THe Trisune in his reply 
last June did not criticise the scheme of 
the Secretary in acknowledging the tenta- 
tive copy of it; but took occasion to ex- 
press the vital importance of so amending 
the law for the issue of legal tender green- 
backs as to make them payable to the 
bearer in “ gold coin” instead of coin.“ 


THE 


which would be construed as giving the 


government the option of payment in gold 
or silver “coin” according to the political 
views of the administration in power. 

With McKinley in the White House the 
greenbacks would be redeemed in gold; but 
with Bryan occupying that position the 
redemption would be in free silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, which would be a dollar 
of the commercial value of about forty 
cents. And that sort of scaling the cur- 
rency would drag it all down to the same 
forty-cent dollar level, as no paper money 
can be worth more than the metallic dollar 
in which it is redeemed. The letter also 
strongly advocated changing the payment of 
United States “coin” bonds into “ gold 
coin.” 

When the words “ payable or redeemable 
in coin” were inserted in the loan or re- 
funding laws gold and silver dollars were 
almost of equal intrinsic and commercial 
value. They had varied but little more 
than a cent on the dollar for three-quarters 
of a century. The idea of Congress was 
that they were the equivalents of each 
other in value; and it was never intended 
or dreamed of to take advantage of the 
“coin” option in case the bottom should 
almost fall out and the silver dollars become 
nearly worthless. No honest or prudent 
man could advocate mistreating and be- 
fouling the national credit in that treach- 
erous and dishonorable way, 

The letter in question then went on to 


gay: 


But I have come to the same conclusion 
as many others, that in reforming its pres- 


ent mixed up and defective condition Con- 


gress will not consent to the retirement and 
cancellation of the greenbacks, but will in- 
sist on continuing the endless chain” of 
reissue and redemption in coin.“ 

But right at this point come in the all- 
important questions, in what kind of coin“ 
shall they be redeemed, and how shail the 
hard money be procured with which to re- 
deem them? The honest money men declare 
that they shall be redeemed in gold, while 
the Bryanites demand that redemption shall 
be in free silver dollars on the value ratio 
of sixteen parts of silver to one of gold, 
which would be about 47 cents on the dollar 
and constantly growing lower in purchasing 
power. But even this does not cover ail the 
difficulty of redemption, in either gold or 
silver, for, Congress has not yet provided 
the means whereby the administration can 
redeem its demand notes in silver dollars 
under 50 cents in value or. in 100-cent gold 
coins. 

With national prosperity and the commer- 
cial value of all credits absolutely dependent 
on the maintenance of the gold standard 


of money, the only power the President has, 


to keep the greenbacks and other currency 
at par with standard gold coin is the doubt- 
ful authority of selling for gold thirty-tear 
4 per cent bonds payable in coin,“ which 
if William J. Bryan had won the Presidency 
last fall would mean free silver dollars on 
the ratio of sixteen to one, and now worth 
less than 50 cents. Six and a half millions 
of men out of less than 14,000,000 voted for 
that sort of fraudulent redemption and half 
of the sovereign States cast their Elec- 
toral vote for him on that dishonest issue. 

Consider what is’ at stake in maintain- 
ing the gold standard of money in this coun- 
try. First, there are of government demand 
liabilities $900,000,000, including silver cer- 
tificates. Add national bank notes, 230,000, 
000; total, $1,130,000,000 of notes redeemable 
on demand. Not counting the government's 
own working balance, the notes of all kinds 
amount to one billion of dollars liable to be 
presented for redemption from time to time 
or day to day. 

The deposits of gold standard money 
in the national banks are at present close to 
$2,000,000,000; in the savings banks about 
$2,000,000,000; in the State banks and in 
individual possession fully §$1,000,000,000; 
total deposits and cash about five billions! 

And there are other vast credits, such as 
book accounts and time notes securea by 
personal coilaterals or real estate, which a 
careful calculation will show amount in the 
aggregate fully to five billions, making a 
grand total of ten billions. And these vast 
sums do not embrace or include the national 
debt, or State debts, county and city debts, 
or railroad bonded debts, or other corporate 
indebtedness, aggregating not less than five 
or six billions more, making a grand total of 
sixteen billions. e 4 

All of this.tremendous mass of credit 
paper is reckoned at the value of gold stand- 
ard money. : 

Change the standard to that advocated 
by the Bryanites of “ sixteen to one” free 
silver and half the value of all these sixteen 
billions of credits will shrink and disap- 
pear, except the comparatively small part 
protected by special contracts to pay in 
gold coin. 

The volume of United States demand notes 
which the government has been redeeming 
since resumption amount to less than half a 
billion, including both greenbacks and 
“Sherman” Treasury notes. And the frig 
ful thing for contemplation is that if the 


-government should fail to

minimum amount of Treasury gold to be held 
for that purpose not to be allowed to fall

When the accumulation of gold is more 
than that sum the excess is to be employed in 
purchasing any outstanding bonds of the 
government, as was done in the days of sur- 
plus revenues previous to the time of the 
late administration. And so any other sur- 
plus money in the Treasury above the neces- 
sary working balance of the government 
should be used to purchase government 
bonds at their market value, as was formerly 
done when the Treasury held surplus cur- 
rency, and thereby stop the interest. 

On the other hand, if, for any cause, there 
should be a run on the Treasury for gold 
redemption of Treasury notes, authorize the 
President to direct the sale of a lot of the 
purchased bonds lying in the Treasury vaults 
for gold at their market price; thereby the 
redemption fund would be quickly refilled 
and the run for gold stopped and the demand 
supplied. 

it is morally certain that in case of any 
panic or war with a foreign power 4 per 
cent fifty-year gold bonds can be sold ata 
large premium, almost to an unlimited ex- 
tent. Enough certainly can be sold at short 
notice to arrest any possible currency panic. 
Indeed, if the President were vested with 
this power there would be no danger of cur- 
rency troubles or scares in this country, be- 
cause as fast as people sent in greenbacks 
or Sherman notes for redemption the 
government could sell gold bonds and redeem 
the notes. Ifa lower than 4 per cent interest 
would not sell the bonds above par, then 
the 4 per cent would sell them at a premium. 
Four per cents would have sold when the 
panic began in 1893 at not less than 120. 

Indeed, if the President had been author- 
ized to offer fifty-year gold bonds at 3, 3%, 
or 4 per cent interest, according to the mar- 
ket price for such bonds, there would have 
been no currency scare, no silver panic, no 
loss of confidence on the part of men with 
money. Business would have gone along as 
smoothly and calmly as.a May morning. 
Clothe the government with the means of 
keeping the value of its notes at par with 
gold, and you also by the same act protect 
the whole mass of credits, the sixteen or 
seventeen billions of them, on the gold stand- 
ard value. Fail to maintain the value of the 
currency at the gold standard and all other 
credits will shrink and in the same degree 
that the currency will depreciate. All this 
is self-evident to the minds of reflecting men. 

Tuns plan you outline seems liberal and safe 
and would accomplish the purpose you have 
in view, of furnishing an elastic medium of 
exchange, especially for the agricultural 
districts, which means the West and South. 
But the paramount consideration in my view 
of the whole currency matter !s, to empower 
an administration and to make it its duty to 
maintain the gold standard currency of the 
nation, and thereby preserve the stability of 
the value of all solvent credits, notes, liens, 
deposits and bonds, and business paper, as it 
depends on the ability and readiness of the 
government at all times to redeem its de- 
mand notes in gold on presentation. 

The panic which swept over this country 
four years ago was a sort of currency earth- 
quake caused by a fear of the failure of the 
government to redecm its demand notes in 
gold on presentation, and could easily have 
been averted. The damage which resulted 
to the commerce, in industry and Wage 
labor of the United States, cannot be esti- 
mated at less than billions a year. If the 
President, I repeat, had been urmed with the 
authority to sell gold bonds at any rate of 
interest not exceeding 4 per cent he could 
have stopped that panic instantly. In fact, 
noné would have broken out, and the people 
would have escaped enormous loss and wide 
spread ruin.

Your plan turns on the salvo of $200,000,000 
for gold 2% per cent gold bonds, payable— 
interestand principal—in yellow metal. Thus 
gold is the corner-stone of every scheme to 
give confidence and stability to the currency 
business and credits of the people of the 
United States. 

P. 3.—I neglected to add in the proper 
place that our mines send fifty or sixty mil- 
lions of gold bullion to the mints and sell it 
to the government for paper currenéy, and 
the banks send large sums of gold coin to the 
Treasury in exchange for greenbacks on ac- 
count of their cheaper portability and popu- 
larity with the public than metal money to 
carry in the pocket. And if the government 
would pay the express charges in making 
the exchange much more gold would flow 
into the Treasury.

LUETGERT HEARS BIALK’S TESTI- 
MONY WITH APPARENT RELISH.

Seeks te Infect the Jury with His 
Amusement—Defense Fails to Con- 
fuse Detective Dean on Cross-Ex- 
amination—Prisoner's Son Admits 
and Then Denies the Forgery on the 
Notes—May Be Trica on the Charges 
No Action at Present. 


Luetgert appeared to find great amuse 
ment in the testimony of his rma watch- 
— Frank Bialk, while the latter was testi- 
2 yesterday. From the moment Bialk 
5 telling his story through an interpreter 

court adjourned his words seemed to 
make Luetgert shake with laughter, which 
he tried, apparently, to communicate to the 
jurors, When Rudolph Diederich, the in- 
terpreter who was changing Bialk's German 
into English, failed to suit Luetgert with his 
translations, the latter several times 
jumped to his feet and called to Diederich 
across the table. When ne sat down he 
laughed as though he thought it were a 
g00d joke. 

Bialk also appeared to enjoy his position 
on the witness stand. While he did not 
laugh aloud, as did Luetgert, he wore a smile 
most of the afternoon, but he never looked 
at Luetgert. é, 

It was a strange scene for a murder trial, 
and in striking contrast with the former 
trial wnen Blalk was on the stand. Then 
every word of the old watchman was heard 
with breathless interest. The jurors were 
attentive yesterday, but Luetgert appeared 
to know what was coming, and to try and 
turn Bialk’s words to ridicule before the 
men who are to settle his fate. 

Bialk’s testimony did not differ from his 
story at the first trial. He descriied how 
Luetgert had turned the steam into the mid- 
dle vat on the night of May 1, and had then 
sent him on two successive errands to a 
neighboring drug store, first for tlunyadi 
water, then for nerve tonic. At about 2 
o’clock the next morning, after the steam 
had been pouring into the vat all night, he 
found Luetgert sitting in the office dressed, 
with his face haggard and his head bowed 
upon his breast. 


Wants a New Interpreter. 


Luetgert took exceptions to the transla- 
tion of the German word for“ pale,“ which 
Bialk used. The defense tried to get the 
court to appoint another interpreter, but as 
they had none to offer, Diederich. who had 
translated at the former trial, was allowed 
to go on. 

Most of the day was given up to Attorney 
Harmon's cross-examination of Detective 
Dean, who found the rings in the vat. Many 
efforts were made to confuse Dean, without 
success. Attorney Harmon hinted that Mrs. 
Luetgért had given her rings to her sister, 
Mrs. Miller, to keep for her, as it was brought 
out at the former tfHal that she had given 
Mrs. Miller her watch. 

Judge Gary refused to allow testimony to 
be introduced relative to Luetgert's s un- 
faithfulness till both sides could show legal 
authorities on the point, and it will be de- 
cided today whether such testimony is ad- 
missible. 


Admits; Then Denies the Forgery. 


Arnold Luétgert has both ackr:owledzed 
and denied having forged the promissory 
notes given to Attorney Vincent by his 
father. Almost in the same breath young 
Luetgert declared he had forged the in- 
dorsement of Paul H. Jaeschke to the notes 
to save his father, and then denied that he 
had had anything to do with the noces. 

Jaeschke said last night he would not inter- 
fere unless some attempt was mede to col- 
lect the money on the indorsements, and At- 
torney Vincent will hold the notes until 
Luetgert's fate is decided. Young Luetgert 
and his father, in the event of the latter's 
acquittal, will be given a chance to settle the 
notes or stand trial on a charge of forgery. 

Attorney Riese was the recipient of a let- 
ter yesterday offering to fix the jury for 
Luetgert. The missive was supposed to have 
been mailed by some newspaper reporter, 


NEW TARIFF AFFECTS CHICAGO. 


French Measure, if Adopted, Will Raise 
the Duties on Hogs and Hog 
Products. 


The new tariff passed by the French Cham- 
ber of Deputies increasing the customs 
duties on hogs and hog products, including 
lard, has created interest in the pork pack- 
ing houses of Chicago. Most of the larger 
firms do a big export business to nearly all 
of the larger countries of Europe, but 
France, even at the tariff now in force, has 
long been the hardest country with which 
they have had to deal. 

If the heavier tariff now proposed passes 
the Senate, too, it will mean that the Amer- 
joan pork packers now ding business in 
France will be almost, if not entirely, shut 
out from that field. 

Armour & Co. have given out the following 
statement: 

The change in the tariff adopted by the French 
Chamber of Deputics affects only lard and sausage. 
On lard the duty is inereased from 14% to 25 
francs per 100 kilograms. On sausage there is an 
increase from 25 to 50 francs per 100 kilograms. 
Armour & Co. have never sent hogs or suckling 
pigs to France. The increase on hog products will 
not ceriously affect the business of local packers. 

F. L. Fuller, head of the pork depart- 
ment, and J. D. Little, head of the foreign 
department of Swift & Co., said: 

„An increased tariff will mean a tax upon 
the French consumer and a loss to the 
American exporter on the present profits. 
These have not been adequate in the past, 
for the tariff existing in France now is high- 
er than those in other European countries. 
It will make it harder than ever to deal with 
French importers. They are themselves 
hog raisers, and, if the hog product there 
should fail, it will mean a reduction of this 
increased rate of taxation.“ 

The bill, which was adopted by the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, will make the duty on hogs 
at 12 francs; on sucking pigs at 2 francs; 
on hog products at 50 francs; and on lard 
at 25 francs per hundred kilos. 

The action of the French Chan ber of 
Deputies is regarded in Washington as 
retaliatory in effect against the United 
States. In the recent negotiations between 
France and this country toward a reciproci- 
ty arrangement the United States asked as 
a condition that France would raise its re- 
strictions against American cattle and meat 
products. The French Ambassador, M. 
Patenotre, communicated with his govern- 
ment, but no reply was given. The action 
in the Chamber fathered by the Premier, 
M. Meline, shows that reciprocity is farther 
off than ever. The figures of the foreign 
bureau of the Agricultural department show 
that the American shipments to France on 
the one article of lard reached 31,773,342 
pounds last year. But it is not thought the 
bill was expressly aimed against the United 
States, as it covers some products which are 
not shipped from this country to France. 

The supplementary French bill to restrict 
the introduction of adulterated hog products 
is aimed at lards going from this country 
that contain cotton seed oil.

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RAID OF POOLROOMS 


Sheriffs Rush In Upon Mayer 
and Smith & Perry. 


SIXTEEN MEN ARE TAKEN 


Held Before Justice Richardson 
for Hearing Dec. 31. 


L. T. FEST THE COMPLAINANT 


Just about the time the men who had 
played the third race at Oakland were get- 
ting their money or tearing up their tickets 
a posse of Deputy Sheriffs invaded the pool- 
room districts For half an hour evory place 
in town was closed, and two of them, Leo 
Mayer’s and Smith & Perry's, were raided. 
Sixteen men were captured, including the 
proprietors. 

Raid rumors were in the air all atternoon, 
and among the poolrooms there Was general 
uncasiness, which resulted in some of the 
proprietors closing early, some opening late, 
and some not venturing to take the risk at 
all. 

It was 5 o'clock when the deputies broke 
into Leo Mayer’s room, 12 Plymouth place. 
One hundred and fifty men nad been playing 
the races there all the afternoon. The two 
doors opening in Dearborn street and 
Plymouth place were flung back almost 
simultaneously, and a dozen Deputy Sheriffs 
rushed into the room. The crowd of players 
jumped for the exits as the shout was heard: 

** You are all under arrest!“ 

Windows were thrown open. [Irom these 
the players scrambled out into the street. 
Some rushed past the deputies as they came 
in. The partition between the poolroom and 
the bar was shattered, and the whole estab- 
lishment almost was wrecked in the scram- 
ble. 

Leo Mayer, Chris Smith, Jake Kelly, and 
five other men were captured. They were 
marched to Justice Richardson's court- 
room, where Leo Mayer furnished bail bounds. 


Raid in Smith & Perry’s. 


A few moments before two deputies, who 
had been watching the open :lay in Smith & 
Perry's place, in the rear half basement of 
the Imperial billiard Hall, 256 Clark street, 
raised their hands and their voices and 
formally placed every one in the room under 
arrest. There was no resistance, and a few 
moments later the posse of deputies ar- 
rived. The two proprietors and six other 
men were arraigned with the haul from Leo 
Mayer's before Justice Richardson. 

The men taken with Maver gave their 
names as, Charles Johnson, P. A. George, 
J. E. Sommers, Al Love, W. B. Mason, B. 
J. Hess, and C. J. Gilsey 

The men taken in Smith & Perry's place 
gave the following names:

The bail bonds were fixed at $500 each and 
the hearing was set for 10 o'clock on Friday, 
Dec. 31.

Who he is no one 
seers to know. All knowledge of his identi- 
ty ts denied at the Sheriff's office. 


Others Close Up Quickly. 


The news of the raid could not have been 
spread to the other poolrooms in the neigh- 
borhood more quickly had it been tele- 
graphed. The men who escaped arrest at 
the two rooms ran to the others, and within 
five minutes not a place in the district was 
doing business.

Drainage Trustees Preparing to Ask 
Permission to Start Inflow 
from the Lake.

ROBERT STUART FILES ANSWER. 


Denies Charges Against Him in Con- 
nection with American Cereal 
Company Stock. 


President Robert Stuart of the American 
Exchange National Bank has answered the 
bill filed in the United States Circuit Court 
by Hugo Schumacher and J. A. Arbogast of 
Akron, O., assignees and trustees of the 
estate of Ferdinand Schumacher, in which 
charges of conspiracy were made against 
Stuart and J. Edward Maas, second assist- 
ant cashier of the bank, to wreck the Amer- 
ican Cereal company or so depreciate its 
stock as to secure for themselves its man- 
agement. Walter, George, and William 
Douglas, brokers, of Cedar Rapids, Ia., were 
codefendants in the bill. The court was 
asked to enjoin the defendants from dispos- 
ing of 1,000 shares of stock, valued at 6100 
000, in the American Cereal company. 

Mr. Stuart's answer denies the conspiracy 
charges and avers that the bill is part of a 
scheme of the complainants and Ferdinand 
Schumacher to tle up the 1,000 shares of 
stock so they cannot be voted against the 
Schumachers and their adherents at the 
annual election of the American Cereal com- 
pany in February. 

The answer denies that the bank disposed 
of the stock in question at an irregular pri- 
vate sale. The court is informed the sale 
was made necessary by the action of the 
Schumacher assignees and that they were 
notified of the $30,000 offer made by Walter 
Douglas and were given a chance to satisfy 
the ciaim of the bank, which they failed to do. 

President Stuart attacks the present man- 
agers of the cereal company and avers his 
interests as holder of its stocks and bonds 
have been and are seriously endangered by 
the policy the managers have pursued.

WORK OF REVENUE CUTTERS. 


Character and Extent of the Service 
Rendered Since the Insurrection 
in Cuba Began. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 21.—Captain C. F. 
Shoemaker, Chief of the Revenue Service, in 
his annual report says that of the thirty- 
seven vessels in the service two years ago 
there were nineteen old wooden hulls, four- 
teen of iron, three of steel, and one of iron, 
wooden sheathed. Continuing, he says:

TO STAND BY CIVIL SERVICE. 


Cabinet Members Decide Minor Changes 
May Be Made, but the Principle 
Must Be Maintained. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 21.~Today’s Cab- 
inet meeting Was devoted almost entirely to 
a discussion of the operation of the civil 
service law. All the members of the Cabinet 
were present except Secretary Alger, and 
there was no dissent from, the proposition 
that the civil service law ought to be and 
would be upheld. Some positions they re- 
ported were included in the blanket order of 
President Clevelahd that might better not 
have been included. In such cases, isolated 
here and there in several of the departments, 
it would, in the judgment of the heads of 
these departments, be quite proper for the 
President to modify Mr. Cleveland’s order. 
No definite policy was outlined, beyond a 
determination to maintain the principle of 
the civil service. No effort was made today 
to adopt a reply to the Senate that would 
embody uniform expressions of opinion. It 
is likely each member of the Cabinet will 
prepare his reply in his own way, embodying 
such suggestions as he may deem proper, 
the replies to be well within a definite scheme 
to be outlined later. 


Retirement of National Bank Notes. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 21.—Mr. Coffin, 
Acting Controller of the, Currency, today 
called attention to the fact that the retire- 
ment of national bank notes during the 
first twenty days of this month reached the 
sum of $3,000,000. This is said to be the 
first time during the last ten years that 
the voluntary retirement has reached this 
amount in any one month. This exceptional 
condition, Mr. Coffin: says, is due tm the pre- 
vailing low rates of interest arising from 
a Superabundance of money for investment, 
which has advanced the price of United 
States bonds.

A Play House Heroine.

LL the audience was in the usual flutter of rustling silks and whirring fans, 
mingled with the soft whisper and laughter of meeting friends. From end to end 
of the town hall heads nodded and lips smiled greetings more or less friendly. 

When the traveling companies deigned to stop at Belmore it was an occasion 
worthy of a full house, and the evening had brought an audience as varied and curious 
as the costumes.

„I should think she’d have more decency than to let the child come to a place like 
this, where ev’ry one can see her,” said the wife of one of the storekeepers. Why 
doesn’t she come herself an’ see how she used to look painted up as a play actress? 

The old name of a bygone day was much more of a reproach than the modern on, 
and the buzzing and smiling behind the fans redoubled to such an extent that they had’ 
almost forgotten that the hour for the performance was past. 

The manager had not forgotten, however, and it was with a flushed face and worried 
manner that he suddenly appeared before the curtain. 

Ladies and gentlemen,“ he began, in the stereotyped manner. A most unfortunate 
—er—a most unforeseen accident has occurred. I regret to say that Miss Madelaine 
Newell is too ill to appear before you this evening, but I am glad to announce that a lady, 
formerly of the profession, but who has not appeared for several years, has consented 
to take the part at almost a moment’s notice. I have only this minute secured her 
consent, and she asks your indulgence, as she has no time for rehéapsal.”’ 

A slight ripple of applause showed the relief of those who feared they were to lose 
the pleasure of the evening, and before it died away a laughing, happy schoolgirl ap- 
peared on the stage so suddenly as to startlle those unaccustomed to rapid exits and 
entrances. 

Many glances of surprise, indecision, and amazement were directed at her, until 
certainty faded away, and they recognized her. 

The Pariah of the town! 

The woman to whom they never spoke, at whom they never looked—directly! 

The woman they never visited! 

The play actress! 

Anger took the place of amazement, and the flutter of fans was lessened while the 
sibilance of whispers increased. , 

How dared she place herself before them, as if to conipel the attention they would 
not give her otherwise? How brazen! How unwomanly! 

There was not a word concerning her quiet manners, her gentle heart, her open hand 
for the poor, her tender love for her child, These were forgotten, but many items, half 
true, half false, of her short life on the stage were recalled, and details of the separation 
from the husband whom they had never seen were dwelt upon with many variations. 

The laughing, child-like eyes upon the stage looked in their faces and saw the cold- 
ness and enmity. With only a momentary quiver of the lips she accepted the fact, and 
for the rest of the evening played to her child alone. 

It was cruelly hard, and the play dragged along without the needed stimulus of ap- 
plause, for they would not even appear to approve of the one they did not know. In 
spite of her brave efforts her heart weakened toward the last act, when something ap- 
peared to change her mood. : 

Disregarding the words of appealfromthe manager and the clinging hands of her 
associates, she hastened to the stage, almost dragging her companions with her. There 
was something peculiar about the actions of the others during the two scenes. Pale 
and nerveless, they could hardly be kept in their places, but she dominated them all. 
Her voice was raised, her laughter rang loudly, cl ly. Her color rose higher, though 
as she looked at her child occasionally even the rouge could not hide a sudden pallor. 

There was no hesitation or faltering of purpose now. Every eye was on her, every 
ear listened to her words. It was not perfect acting, it was only reckless, daring insist- 
ence that thrilled them without a reason. By their very antagonism she held them to the 
exclusion of all other sounds. Even the irreguar swing and unsteady tune of the local 
band, placed behind the scenes evidently for effect, could not altogether withdraw their 
unwilling attention. 

* The whispers were heard less often behind the whirring fans, and the audience 
wondered if this enthusiasm and excitement were parts of the play or merely added 
for effect by the woman they scorned. Even at the close of the last scene she did not 
leave the stage, nor did the curtain fall. There was a short pause, and she appeared to 
be listening intently as she cast a questioning look toward the wings. Then this woman 
who had never known a true home, who from the hour of her birth had been tossed 
as circumstances and necessity saw fit, began to sing Home, Sweet Home.” 

Before the second verse was ended she saw the signal she had watched for, and 


On the stage and off it he is Joshua Whit- 
comb or Denman Thompson, whichever you 
choose to call him, but always the same 
genial, old-fashioned man who hardly be- 
longs to this generation. It is quite in keep- 
ing with the age of The Old Homestead 95 
that its creator should have a rooted ob- 
jection to travel by rail and a prejudice 
egainst Sunday performances.

It was figured that 
the addition to contract supplies for the 
day was 400,000 bu. The increase in con- 
tract stocks was about as expected at 1,539,- 
000 bu. The local stock of contract wheat 
on Saturday night was shown to be 5,179,000 
bu. There were liberal deliveries, mostly 
by Weare and Armour, aggregating 1,500,- 
000 bu. 

The December deal lacks interesting 
features, as the indications now are that 
there is but little unprotected short interest, 
and it is largely a matter of delivering the 
actual property from the control of the ele- 
vator men to the control of Leiter. The 
statement of the elder Leiter’s active inter- 
est in the deal did not attract any particular 
attention, as it has not been a question 
so much of money as of ability in merchan- 
dising satisfactorily 8,000,000 or 9,000,000 bu 
of wheat. The statements made regarding 
the negotiations for and engagements of 
freight to the seaboard and ocean freight are 
not satisfactorily confirmed, and it is the 
general impression that Leiter is undecided 
as to a plan of disposing of his cash wheat.

Wholesale grocers report a fair ratber 
than a large business, although the extra vol- 
ume of trade chargeable to holiday account 
makes a comparison with Novembcr decid- 
edly in favor of the present month.

They say farmers are holding 
corn for higher prices, which has a tendency 
to make the retailers’ trade dull and collec- 
tions indifferent. 

Prices are steadily hardening iu primary 
markets.

Aneny of New York was elected Secretary 
and A. S. Frissell of New York Treasurer.

oThe ten roads which have decided to with- 
draw from the present agreement are the 
Vanderbilt roads between Chicago and 
Buffalo and their connections in Michigan 
and Indiana. Their withdrawal is due to the 
Michigan law which requires that roads in 
that State must issue. 1,000-mile tickets at 
$20 flat, or 2 cents a mile, good for two years, 
and for families. The Michigan Central and 
Lake Shore roads have been fighting this law. 
The Supreme Court of Michigan has declared 
it constitutional, and an appeal is pending 
in the United States Supreme Court. 

The present interchangeable mileage ticket 
of the Eastern roads is not good on trains 
unless the holder has previously secured an 
exchange order at the ticket office, which he 
must present to the conductor. To this re- 
quirement the Vanderbilt and other Michi- 


Fan roads objected that it would prejudice 


their case now pending before the United 
States Supreme Court, and would also get 
them into conflict with the Michigan au- 
thorities, and might invite further hostile 
legislation. They demanded privilege 
of having the interchangeable mileage ticket 
honored by conductors on trains. The Penn- 
gylvania and other roads seriously objected, 
contending that unless exchange orders are 
obtained at the stations the tickets would 
be liable to abuse. Not being able to obtain 
regular authority to carry out their desire 
the Lake Shore and Michigan Central a few 
days ago issued orders to their conductors 
to honor interchangeable mileage tickets on 


trains. 

Yesterday the General Passenger Agents of 
the various roads members of the mileage 
ticket bureau of the Eastern lines met. in 


this city to try to effect a compromise. The 


Pennsylvania and other roads opposed to the 
Vanderbilt roads’ proposition signified a 
willingness to let the Michigan lines have 
their tickets honored on their trains in Mich- 
igan, but not in other States. This was not 
satisfactory to the Mighigan roads. On this 
basis harmonious action could not be 
reached, and the Michigan roads decided to

This 1s the rankest kind of discrimination 
against the Chicago rhippers, as it wipes 
out the St. Louis differential over Chicago 
and really leaves in effect a higher rate from 
intermediate stations between Chicago and 
St. Louis than from St. Louis proper. 

The Eastern railroad officials excuse their 
action on the ground that it was necessary 
to meet the Gulf competition and that the 
Chicago roads get the benefit of the same 
rate from Mississippi River points via Chica- 
go that is made from St. Louis direct. But 
this does not help the Chicago shipper who 
ships the grain from elevators in this city. 
He has to pay 17% cents, while Mississ!ppi 
River grain via Chicago pays only 14.6 cents. 

On other grain than corn a rate of 20 cents 
a hundred pounds from Chicago to New York 
has been agreed upd both domestic and ex- 
port and a 23-cent rate from Mississippi 
River points.
